to call the national guard regimeuta of

•ervice in case of a foreign war. Tbe 
oou8titutiuu says, "Congreas aliall have 
power to proTide for calling forth tbe 
aiilitia to eieoata the law* of the Un- 
loa, soppreae iBMirreotlona and repel in- 
▼asiona " Cou^rt'SH bylaw has ^iven 
the preeident tbe right at any time to 
aan oal tba aillllia f» tba ^M»o«m 
qwcifled. Since nothing is said of tbe 
light to order them to the front in caae 
tba anaiea of tbe United Statei were 
■ent lo foreign soil tbe presumption is 
that tbe president baa not such authori- 
ty. There is no doubt, however, in the 
preeaat inatanoe that it will be the 
pleaaora and glory of the national guard 
regiments to volunteer to help drive 
Spyin from Cuba. Tbe graceful way of 
•flvlBg theaa gallaat eerrieee baa al- 
ready been adopted in several instances 
by the ujilitiu tendering tbeir kervicus 
to tbe governor of tbeir own state and 
he in bia turn making offer of the regi- 
menta to the president for tbe war. 
Thia mode of procedure recogniaea atata 
vighta propvly and at the aanie tine la 
Iba Boat deal tab ia way acknowlcdgea 
the paramoaat aoreralgaty of tba Uait- 
ed States.
